HTHE season 1924-25 was, as in the previous season, an uneventful 
one. We did, however, play two outside matches. Our 
first venture was against the 2nd XI. of S. Mary’s and 
S. Anne’s, Abbots Bromley, when we were beaten, but nevertheless 
derived much benefit from playing with a team which was so much 
stronger than our own. 

The Inter-House matches at the end of the season were even 
more exciting than usual. At first it seemed as if any of the. four 
Houses might win the trophy, but after some very keenly fought 
contests, Apollo proved themselves the Champions. Their success 
was in a large measure due to the brilliant play and keen leadership 
of their captain, K. Babb, but the whole team, particularly some of 
the more unobtrusive members, played a good game. 

Jupiter were somewhat disappointing, they have several good 
players, but they never played as a team, and this was the real 
reason for their lack of success. A. Nelson and M. Price are to be 
commended on the determined fight they put up—they played 
extremely well, and were often the saviours of their side. 


Mars were erratic, though as a team they have greatly 
improved. Some of their members need to show more grit and 
determination, and Mars would then be a power to reckon with. 

Neptune, as usual, put up a good fight. Each member of 
the team worked hard, and M. Chell and M. Prince, particularly 
the former, played a splendid game.

PRIZE GIVING. 

T^HE Annual Prize Giving was held on Thursday, November 20th, 
A in the Town Hall. 

Miss Powell presided over a large gathering of parents and 
friends, and Prebendary Dunkley, who is chairman of the Stafford¬ 
shire Education Committee, came to give away the prizes. 

During the afternoon the School sang “ Where’er you walk,’’ 
“ May Dew ” and “ Christmas Carol.” 

After Miss Budgen had presented her report on the work of 
the School during the past year, 1923-24, Prebendary Dunkley 
presented the prizes. He then said there was no school in the 
county about which he felt a greater interest than ours at Uttoxeter. 
He said that it was everyone’s duty to take advantage of every 
opportunity of developing the mind. Every child had a threefold 
life—the life of the body, of the mind and of the spirit. Each 
should be developed with equal care. Prebendary Dunkley 
emphasised the importance of reading for the nourishment of mind 
and spirit. He urged that we should “ strengthen the things that 
remain,” and especially in the home life, for this was in great 
danger, and without it England would be unable to stand against 
the world. • 

The Vicar proposed the vote of thanks to Miss Powell and 
Prebendary Dunkley, and expressed his great appreciation of the 
latter’s work for the town and especially for the School. 
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Mr. T. \\. Orme, in supporting the vote, as a townsman and 
parent, urged all parents to take a more serious view of the value 
and necessity of education. 

Ch eers were given by the School for Prebendary Dunkley, 
Miss Powell and the Governors, and the Head Mistress.

TWELFTH NIGHT,

O N June 9th, the High School, Grammar School, and a 
number of visitors witnessed a performance of Shakespeare s 
“ Twelfth Night,” by the Ben Greet Company. 

The play, which took place in the High School grounds, is a 
sparkling comedy of errors, and not even the intense heat could 
dull the players’ ardour, or mar the onlookers’ appreciation of a 
witty phrase. All the actors were perfect in their parts, and each 
suited the character portrayed so well that one could almost believe 
that the clock had been put back, and that one was watching a 
phase in the life of the good old days. 

Olivia was a universal favourite, so skilfully did she play the 
role of the haughty beauty, who learned humility through her love 
for a girl who was masquerading as a boy. The part of the girl in 
question, Viola, was cleverly played. In the guise of Cesario, a 
page boy, she tripped lightly through the plot and proved herself 
totally capable of dealing with a somewhat complex personality. 

The part of the Count Orsino was artistically acted and the 
more commendable traits in his dreamy, indolent character were 
brought out. 

Ben Greet, himself, gave a very polished performance as 
Malvolio, and depicted him so admirably that no one felt the least 
sympathy for him when he came to grief through the rather 
malicious wit of Maria, the latter part being cleverly played. 

Sir Toby, the bluff hearty knight, was generally liked, and 
Sir Andrew his shadow, was a very lovable fool. Heste the clown, 
possessed a fine voice, and his songs were very well received. 

The w'hole company w r as so very skilful that it is difficult to 
pick out any one character as being better than the rest. 

It is not often that we get the opportunity of enjoying a good 
play, and whenever the Ben Greet Company are again in the 
neighbourhood, they may be assured of a hearty welcome.

A novel attraction was “ Ye olde Village Pump,” round which 
there was always a crowd. It was in charge of two people dressed 
in smocks, who pumped out parcels, exciting alike for young and old. 

A hat-trimming competition for men proved some to be deft 
milliners, and incidentally caused much merriment. Other side 
attractions were guessing the age of a bicycle, the weight of a cake, 
and the name of a doll. 

During the day there were entertainments in the Assembly 
Room, given by the children, including Eurythmics, and scenes from 
“ Alice in Wonderland,” got up by Miss Malvern, and a “ grown-up ” 
concert arranged by Mrs. Coxon, including songs and instrumental 
music. The crowded room on each occasion told its own tale. 

At intervals during the day the sum of money so far taken 
at the Bazaar, was put up on a board, and as time went on excit- 
nient ran high !

Lecture by Mrs. DIANA WATTS. 

/^\N March 19th, a School Party attended a lecture in the Town 

Hall, on “ The Greek Art of Balance ” by Mrs. Diana Watts. 

Before beginning her demonstrations, the lecturer showed to 
the audience several pictures of Greek statues, and explained that 
in all of these the beauty of poise was due to the fact that the 
ancient sculptors realised that the centre of gravity of the body 
should always be vertically above the ball of the foot. 
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Mrs. Watts then gave demonstrations of the Greek Runner, 
the Archer, the Charioteer, the Discus Thrower, the Borghesi 
Warrior, and a Greek Gymnastic Dance, which she had composed 
herself, and which was accompanied by the only remaining piece of 
ancient Greek music. 

Mrs. Watts used in one of her demonstrations a real Greek 
bow of ancient times, which was nearly 2,000 years old. The bow 
had belonged to a one time Shah of Persia, and eventually came 
into the possession of an Englishman. The latter gave the bow to 
Mrs. Watts, feeling, after hearing her lecture on Greek Balance, 
that she had more right to it than anyone else. 

At the end of her discourse, Mrs. Watts mentioned the 
connection between body and soul. She said that the words of 
the Psalmist, ‘‘ Lift up your hearts,” should be interpreted literally, 
for a fine carriage went far towards producing fine physical and 
mental attributes, which were the glory of the ancient Greeks. 

VISIT TO LICHFIELD. 

I N the Spring Term, some of us went to Lichfield for the day. 

We went in taxis, and started about 10.45. On the way, 
we had our lunch, and only just finished it when we arrived in 
Lichfield about 12 a.m. First of all we went to find a Cafe where 
we could have tea later on in the day!

The North aisle was used by Cromwell’s soldiers for stables, 
and many stone figures and faces were defaced—one can see where 
names have been scratched in. 

After seeing other points of interest we left the Cathedral 
and made our way to the simple little church of St. Chad- At St. 
Chad’s well we observed the ancient custom of wishing with our 
right hand on a certain brick. Then we walked by the reservoir to 
the city, where we had tea. 

At 4 p.m., we went to Evensong in the Cathedral, and left 
Lichfield about 5 p.m., after spending a very happy and enjoyable 
day.
